OF SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Editor New Smyrna Nws: 


I have noted what C. R. M. Shep- 


pard. 
county 
superintendent 
o 


schools has to say in the las 
News In favor ot the present method 
ot testing the success, ot failure, o 
the pupa* of the public school* o 
oar county. 


Presumably this I* the best tha 


Mr. Sheppard can say of th* "Sys- 
tem" upon which our schools are con 
ducted, and It seems to the. writer 
that It Is a lamentable showing In 
deed. 


Mr. Sheppard has put himself on 


record as being heartily in favor o 
the present system—which seem* tc 
be a continuation of the former re- 
gime—and seems to think that th 
people of Volusla county elected him 
to carry out any pet scheme that in 
his Judgment Is for the best Interests 
ot the school*. Perhaps they electee 
Mr. Sheppard because they wer 
tired of some other "pet schemes 
that were In vogue. 


Without questioning the fairness o 


the examination, or grading, let u 
look at the results. For there are 
many fine theories that when worked 
out to their logical conclusion* d 
NOT give fine results. 


In all the grades reported New 


Smyrna has to her credit 21 passed 
and to her discredit, 21 tatted—jus 
one-half tailed—while Seabreeze ha 
the same number (21) passed and onl 
four failed. Either the present "sys- 
tem" does not turn out Instructors 
equally capable and efficient, or th 
"system" Is NOT adapted to 
schools. It It is for any. 


In the report the four best school 


in the county are given as proof o 
the wonderful success (?) of the pres 
ent method used. These methods ar 
better adapted to these four school 
than perhaps to any other schools 1 
the county. These schools aggregat 
150 pupils that passed, and 82 tha 
failed 
If such a lamentable show 


ing is made under the most tayorabl 
conditions, In thickly settled commu- 
nities, where the pupils have littl 
or nothing to do outside of schoo 
hours, where they are thrown amon 
quick, 
energetic business 
people 


where on every hand are incentive 
urging them to do their very best, an 
failure Is held up as disgraceful, wha 
must be the result among those les 
favorably situated? 


In fact the showing must be wors 


in most of the schools. Many school 
are in thinly settled communities 
with poor roads, and many pupil 
have a lot of "chores" to do and then 
a more or less lengthy walk to atteni 
school. 
With little or no help a 


home—with perhaps little 
encour- 


agement even—with perhaps dull and 
uninteresting lessons at school (no 
interesting because not understood 
the pupils grind away, on one lesson 
after another and are glad when 
school is out And the very class tha 
the common school ought to benefl 
the most—who badly need every bl 
they can get—receive far less than 
they ought to get, or that they are 
capable of receiving—because too 
much is required of them and the 
•fodder" is out ot their reach. 


That examinations are not a teat of 


knowledge or 
fitness 
Is shown by 


many teachers who can pass nearly 
wjrtect examinations, but who are 
'allures as Instructors; while others 
who can barely "squeeze" through are 
fine instructors. One who may be 
able to "cram" for and take a first- 
class examination, though unable to 
win the love and confidence ot his 
pupils, or to interest, instruct, or 
>roperly discipline 
them, and who 


may lack the most essential qualifica- 
tions as a teacher, yet receives a high 
grade license to defraud the pupils 
ot their right to such help a* the state 
professes to give, and .for which all 
are taxed. 
' 


And one who may be able to gain 


the esteem and confidence of his pu- 
pils and interest them until their 
studies are Joys—Instead of tasks— 
and govern so there i* little or no 
friction, may be rated very low be- 
cause unable to answer some ques- 
tion that some Impracticable would 
be authority has succeeded in dig- 
King out.

always a test of the real knowledge of 
the pupils, a* these few—of many 
that could be shown—instances at- 
test

according to the books used in th 
school, or by a committee whose 
knowledge was confined to these sam 
books.. 


One boy was very much Interested 


in history and frequently when a high 
er class was reciting was called on to 
correct a recitation. His class stani 
ing in history was always high with 
almost perfect lessons yet in a conn 
ty examination he was graded 


The boast of these IT. S, has been 


"free schools" giving every one an 
opportunity to develop Individual tal 
ent Now, th idea seems to be tc 
take all sorts of children and, as 
were, put them into the hopper, giv 
a few turns to the crank, and turn 
them all out as near alike as poss 
ble. 


The child is placed In schoo 


studies are crowded upon him withou 
regard to bis or her health' or capa 
ity, They must keep up with the! 
class, or be disgraced. Examina- 
tions come on, the questions are pur 
posely hard ones. The pupils know 
U they fall it means another year go- 
Ing over the same old grind wit 
nothing fresh in the lessons, and alsc 
that little mercy will be shown them. 
Is it greatly to be wondered at tha 
many tall7 Is it to be wondered 
that so many dislike school? Or tha 
a few years of such strain results in 
so many physical wrecks. 


Years ago—before the course 


study was so strenuous—a young man 
decided to take two years of hlg 
school work in one year He was ex 
ceptionally bright and kept up unt 
a few weeks before the end ot th 
term when he collapsed and in a fe 
days died a victim to the nervou 
strain, and only one of many. 


Is it a sensible policy to decree tha 


because a child comes a little short i; 
some unimportant study, that he 1 
not interested in, that he must b 
compelled to waste a whole year o 
his school life by drudging through 
lot ot studies that he does know—has 
passed on. Right there is a very po- 
tent cause ot discouragement How 
many men would keep up their cou 
rage under such injustice? 


A few years ago, there was a brigh 


boy in the school here who was pro- 
moted Into the sixth grade. His fa- 
ther lived in the village five month 
or so to give his children the benefl 
of the school, and then moved hi 
family several miles away to attend 
to his cattle and farm, going before 
the examinations. The next year the 
boy was put back and again wen 
over the same work—as well as sev 
era! others 
The next'term this boy 


was put back to go over the same ol< 
grind. 


I represented to the superintenden 


that this boy would spend all his 
school days without being able to ge 
out of the sixth grade; but he inform 
ed me that he would make no excep- 
tion to the rules 
The RULES mus 


je obeyed And this is not an Isolat- 
ed case. 


Is it any wonder that pupils get 


discouraged under such conditions 
and become sick of school? Become 
indifferent to lessons, listless, and get 
into mischief? After two or three 
years of the above kind of experience 
the boy above mentioned became dis- 
couraged and idle in school—how 
could he help It? and today has but 
Utle ambition, and is not the boy he 
gave promise bf, or was capable ot 
being. Who will say that the school 
'system" 19 not at least partly to 
blame? 


Many of the deepest thinkers of the 


present day are blaming the present 
school system for many of the Ills to 
wliich pupils are subject 
The de- 


ertlve eyesight, the many break- 
downs In school, the shattered ner- 
vous systems, etc.

The aim of these schools should be 


to develop the power* of the pupil all

Indifferent—average up alike. 
And 


endeavor to force some dormant or 
deficient power into growth. Why 
not seek to develop these powers, and 
faculties that wisely directed will 
able the possessor to accomplish that 
for which the Creator perhaps richly 
endowed him. 


Suppose the legislature of Florida 


should pas* a law prescribing a course 
of diet tor each child resident in the 
state, a different course tor each year 
from the age of 6 to 15, or until they 
had taken all the courses. And when 
a child arrived at the age of six i 
was turned over to the state official 
to take the prescribed course. At the 
end of eight months all were to be 
weighed and measured. Those com 
Ing up to a certain standard to be 
registered as "passed" and all to be 
turned over to their parents until 
they were seven years old. At this 
time all who had passed were to be 
promoted to the seventh year course 
Those who tailed were put again on 
the sixth year course of diet, and 
were to be kept there until they "mad 
good". And so with all ages, non 
could take up the next year's cours 
until they came up to the required 
standard. Those who tailed must al 
ways begin again at the beginning o 
the course. 


What a wave of indignation won! 


rise. And what caustic comment 
would be indulged in, that people wh 
professed to be sane could suppos 
that children of all sorts and cond 
tions, good, poor and indiffereu 
large and small, vigorous and feebli 
healthy and sickly should be requir 
ed to eat dally the same kind an 
amount of food, and that by so doin 
that all were expected to grow alik 
In size and weight. 


But, is It any more reasonable to 


require children of different tempera 
ments, talents, endowments and trait 
with different associations and BUT 
Foundings, to attend school five, sij 
or eight months to make equal prog 
ress, to attain practically the sam 
knowledge and facility of expression 
Or, after enduring a nervous stral 
for months to fail, and be blamed to 
not doing that which perhaps is be- 
yond their power to do, and feel tha 
they are disgraced and have the fin 
ger of scorn pointed at them? 


Many leading educators are protest 


Ing against sacrificing the health o 
helpless children upon the altar o 
this modern Moloch, and are deviates 
bettor things. 


Along this line there are some good 


things in the American Magazine to 
July: below are a few extracts: 


"Down in the little town of Fair- 


tope, in southern Alabama, there Is 
a new kind ot public school. It is 
known at the "School of Organic Ed 
ucatlon" During this, its sixth year 
it numbers 150 pupils, two-thirds o 
the entire school population During 
the first six years there are no promo- 
tions, no grades, no examinations. 


The principal founder and moving 


spirit of the school is Mrs. Marietta 
L Johnson 
Mrs Johnson explains 


the singular program, or lack ot pro- 
gram, by stating that she is growing 
rays and girls as a farmer grows 
corn. A farmer collects all the avail- 
able lore concerning corn growing, 
and supplies what he believes to be 
the best conditions for growth. It the 
corn does not grow he does not blame 
t, nor scold it, nor give it a bad mark, 
nor call it stupid, but hastens to 
change conditions until his corn re- 
sponds."

Mr. Johnson says that the work of 
redgtog the canal is progressing as 
pidly as could be expected and that 
will be completed in record time.

The rifle with which the deed was 


done was of 22 caliber and bad been 
the property of another son, Basil, 
who died about two years ago from 
appendicitis. The gun had been left 
banging from a nail at the side of 
the stairway leading to the second 
story of the house, and was supposed 
to be unloaded. 


Mrs. Rogers says the children had 


teen cautioned not to touch the ri- 
fle, but shortly before 11:00 o'clock 
last Friday morning, while she was 
engaged with some sewing and the 
children were playing about the room, 
Verall took the gun from Its accustom- 
ed place, and standing on the stair- 
way a step or two above where his 
brother Freddie was sitting, amusing 
himself in some manner, placed the 
muzzle ot the rifle close to the top 
of his head and pulled the trigger. 


The report was so light that It 


did not startle Mrs. Rogers and when 
the boy dropped forward, she thought 
he waa only carrying on the play with 
his brother and even later she did not 
think that he had been shot, but rath- 
er that he had been struck with the 
munle of the gun, as the wound bled 
very little. 


Mrs. Rogers carried the boy to a 


sofa in the room and worked with him 
several minutes before she realised 
the seriousness of his condition. She 
then sent the younger boy for assist- 
ance and the neighbors who came to 
her aid at once telephoned to Day- 
tona tor a physician and both Dr. 
Klock and Dr. Howe responded, but 
life was extinct before they reached 
the house, the bullet having entered 
the boy's brain.

time will be socie facts and figures 
concerning the new concrete and steel 
bridge,, spanning th* Halifax river, 
between Daytona and Daytona Beach, 
just completed by the Volusla County 
Bridge company, of which Michael 
SholU is president.

1,500 tons of structural steel; 25 cars 
of lumbar, used la form work; 5,000 
yards of sand and several car loads 
of iron pipe used in lettylng down 
piling and erecting hand rail. The 
weight of the draw is over 100 tons, 
resting on a solid, concrete pier, to 
build which took 500 barrels ot ce- 
ment and a number of can ot stone.

Without questioning the fairness of 


the examination, or grading, let us 
ook at the results. For there are 
many fine theories that when worked 
out to their logical conclusions do 
TOT give fine results. 


In all the grades reported New 


Smyrna has to her credit 21 passed, 
and to her discredit, 21 failed—just 
one-half failed—while Seabreeze has 
he same number (21) passed and only 
our failed. Either the present "ays- 
.em" does not turn out instructors 
equally capable and efficient, or the 
•system" is NOT adapted to all 
schools. If it is for any. 


In the report the four best schools 


n the county are given as proof of 
the wonderful success (?) of the pres- 
ent method used. These methods are 
better adapted to these four schools 
than perhaps to any other schools In 
the county. These schools aggregate 
150 pupils that passed, and 82 that 
failed 
If such a lamentable show 


ing is made under the most favorable 
conditions, in thickly settled comma 
nlties, where the pupils have little 
or 


habits which are untrue. And a race 
of bees is said to excel the others, 
when in tact there are very few bee- 
keepers who tolerate them. By con- 
sulting a reliable text book the au- 
thor could have given truth. When 
an author takes so little pains to In- 
form himself where he could so easi- 
ly do so, what faith can we have in 
his theories? 


Now, in the above instances—and 


there are many other—a pupil cor- 
rectly informed would fail if graded 
according to the books used in the 
school, or by a committee whose 
knowledge was confined to these same 
books.. 


One boy was very much interested 


in history and frequently when a high- 
er class was reciting was called on to 
correct a recitation. His class stand- 
ing in history was always high with 
almost perfect lessons yet in a coun- 
ty examination he was graded IS. 


The boast of these TJ. S, has been ^ were BeTen 


"free schools" giving every one an 
opportunity to develop individual tal- 
ent Now, th idea seems to be to 
take all sorts of children and, as it 
were, put them into the hopper, give 
a few tarns to the crank, and turn 
them all out as near alike as possi- 
ble. 


The child is placed in school, 


studies are crowded upon him without 
regard to bis or her health' or capac- 
ity, 
They must keep up with their 


class, or be disgraced. Examina- 
tions come on, the questions are pur- 
posely hard ones. The pupils know 
if they fall it means another year go- 
ing over the same old grind with 
nothing fresh in the lessons, and also 
that little mercy will be shown them. 
Is it greatly to be wondered at that 
many fall' Is it to be wondered at 
that so many dislike school? Or that 
a few years of such strain results in 
so many physical wrecks. 


Years ago—before the course of 


study was so strenuous—a young man 
decided to take two years of high 
school work in one year He was ex- 


hours, where they are thrown among 
quick, 
energetic 
business 
people, 


where on every hand are incentives 
urging them to do their very best, and 
failure is held up as disgraceful, what 
must be the result among those less 
favorably situated? 


In fact the showing must be worse 


in most of the schools. Many schools 
are in thinly settled communities, 
with poor roads, and many pupils 
have a lot of "chores" to do and then 
a more or less lengthy walk to attend 
school. 
With little or no help at 


home — with perhaps 
little encour- 


agement even — with perhaps dull and 
uninteresting lessons at school (not 
Interesting because not understood) 
the pupils grind away, on one lesson 
after another and are glad when 
school is out And the very class that 
:he common school ought to benefit 
the most — who badly need every bit 
they can get— receive far less than 
they ought to get, or that they are 
capable of receiving — because too 
much is required of them and the 
•fodder" is out ot their reach. 


That examinations are not a test of 


knowledge or fitness is shown by 
many teachers who can pass nearly 
terfect examinations, but who are 
allures as Instructors; while others 
who can barely "squeeze" through are 
Ine instructors. One who may be 
able to "cram" for and take a first- 
lass examination, though unable to 
win the love and confidence ot his 
pupils, or to interest, instruct, or 
properly discipline them, and who 
may lack the most essential qualifica- 
tions as a teacher, yet receives a high 
rade license to defraud the pupils 
I their right to such help as the state 
professes to give, and .for which all 
are taxed. 
' 


And one who may be able to gain 


the esteem and confidence of his pu- 
lls and interest them until their 
tudies are Joys— instead of tasks— 
and govern so there is little or no 
friction, may be rated very low be- 
cause unable to answer some ques- 


on that some Impracticable would 


authority 


ging out. 


a few weeks before the end of the 
term when he collapsed and in a few 
days died a victim to the nervous 
strain, and only one of many. 


Is it a sensible policy to decree that 


because a child comes a little short in 
some unimportant study, that he is 
not interested in, that he must be 
compelled to waste a whole year ot 
his school life by drudging through a 
lot ot studies that he does know—has 
passed on. Right there is a very po- 
tent cause of discouragement How 
many men would keep up their cou- 
rage under such injustice? 


A few years ago, there was a bright 


boy in the school here who was pro- 
moted into the sixth grade. His fa- 
ther lived in the village five months 
or so to give his children the benefit 
of the school, and then moved his 
family several miles away to attend 
to his cattle and farm, going before 
the examinations. The next year the 
boy was put back and again went 


and physical powers, and auk* mere 
machines ot them. 


The aim of these schools should be 


to develop the powers of the pupil all 
round, and not curb and hold In check 
the perhaps most valuable endowment 
he, or she, possesses in the effort to 
make all the pupils— good, poor and 
indifferent— average up alike. 
And 


endeavor to force some dormant or 
deficient power into growth. Why 
not seek to develop these powers, and 
faculties that wisely directed will en- 
able the possessor to accomplish that 
for which the Creator perhaps richly 
endowed him. 


Suppose the legislature of Florida 


should pass a law prescribing a course 
of diet tor each child resident in the 
state, a different course for each year 
from the age of 6 to 15, or until they 
had taken all the courses. And when 
a child arrived at the age of six it 
was turned over to the state official 
to take the prescribed course. At the 
end of eight months all were to be 
weighed and measured. Those com- 
ing up to a certain standard to be 
registered as "passed" and all to be 
turned over to their parents until 


old. At 


time all who had passed were to be 
promoted to the seventh year coarse. 
Those who failed were put again on 
the sixth year course of diet, and 
were to be kept there until they "made 
good". And so with all ages, none 
could take up the next year's course 
until they came up to the required 
standard. Those who failed must al- 
ways begin again at the beginning of 
the course. 


What a wave of indignation would 


rise. And what caustic comments 
would be indulged in, that people who 
professed to be sane could suppose 
that children of all sorts and condi- 
tions, good, poor and indifferent 
large and small, vigorous and feeble, 
healthy and sickly should be requir- 
ed to eat dally the same kind and 
amount of food, and that by so doing 
that all were expected to grow alike 
in size and weight. 


But, is it any more reasonable to 


require children of different tempera- 
ments, talents, endowments and traits 
with different associations and sur- 
roundings, to attend school five, six 
or eight months to make equal prog- 
ress, to attain practically the same 
knowledge and facility of expression? 
Or, after enduring a nervous strain 
for months to fail, and be blamed for 
not doing that which perhaps is be- 
yond their power to do, and feel that 
they are disgraced and have the fin- 
ger of scorn pointed at them? 


Many leading educators are protest- 


Ing against sacrificing the health of 
helpless children upon the altar of 
this modern Moloch, and are devising 
better things. 


Along this line there are some good

After two or three 
years of the above kind of experience 
the boy above mentioned became dis- 
couraged and idle in school—how 
could he help It? and today has but 
little ambition, and is not the boy he 
cave promise bf, or was capable of 
being. Who will say that the school 
•system" is not at least partly to 
blame?

cubic yards of earth and rock, the 
work of dredging out the Inner coastal 
canal between Miami and Jackson 
ville, is progressing rapidly, accord 
Ing to Ben Johnson, the contracting 
engineer.
